DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 and 3-21 are allowed. 

2. The application having been allowed formal drawings are required in response to this 
Office action. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant invention is drawn to a caller ID device and method for obtaining information 
at the called party's device about a party placing a call through the telephone system wherein the 
step includes detecting an electronic database containing location data associated with the 
identifier, then sending a query containing the identifier to the detected database to obtain the 
location data. 

Prior art of record failed to teach or fairly suggest the method for obtaining information at 
the called party's device about a party placing a call through the telephone system as suggested 
in applicant's claims that required in partial the step detect an electronic database containing 
location data associated with the identifier, then sending a query containing the identifier to the 
detected database to obtain the location data. This clearly states that the database, which has the 
location data, associated with the identifier is "detected" prior to the query, which is not taught in 
prior art. Present invention does not conduct a "hit or miss" searches as in prior art to locate the 
location data of the calling party. The present system knows exactly which of the database 
among a plurality of databases that the location data of the calling party is contain within through 
the step of detecting which of the database contain the location of the location data and queries 
directly to that database to obtain the information. Thus enable to obtain the location data of the

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calling party faster by knowing where the information is located and go directly to that database 
to obtain the information.
